Scarcely any enterprise, or indivi­ 
dual, no matter how deserving, is safe 
from the subtle dangers of the Gos- 
sip-monger, and 
human nature 
so 
loves a morsel of such “ news” that it 
can be relied upon to “ push along” a 
rumor when once it has 
been judi­ 
ciously started. 
A vivid illustration of the gross in­ 
justice such a rumor can do is seen in 
the '‘Force’, Food Company’s adver­ 
tisement of this 
date, wherein 
a 
reward of $5,000 is offered for the con­ 
viction of the parties who initiated 
the suggestion that “ Force”

A further offer of $5,000 for evidence

to Great Spectacles. 


Chicago’s Centennial Jubilee, to be 
given this fall, is beginning to attract 
attention throughout 
the Western 
States. 
From September 26 to Octo­ 
ber 1. the city will be the scene of a 
series of municipal fetes such as have 
been equaled only in the days of the 
Romans. 
Two of the most popular features on 
the program will he the military pa­ 
rade for President Roosevelt, and a 
vivid reproduction of the burning of 
Chicago.

There also will be superb 
fireworks, automobile races, sxx imming 
races and water polocoutests in which 
the participants will be the famous 
athletes of tlie country, yachting races 
in which the crack boats of the lakes 
will fight for valuable cups, and many 
other open air events to which all 
Chicago and the surrounding country 
will be bidden.
